GENERAL SIR IAN HAMILTON'S 
INSPECTION, 1 


“BATTLE? NEAR YAUNATI. ; 

In connection with the visit of the In- 

spector-General, of thé Overseas Forces 
(General Sir Ian. Hamilton) some very 
interesting and instructive Military Man- 
euvres were carried* out: on Friday ond 
Saturday in the New Territory. ‘ 

The general idea of the mancuvres was 
as follows:' A Foreign Power (Blue), hav- 
jing gained temporary. command ‘of the 
sea, invests Hongkong from the land side. 
The main local British, Fleet is badly 
damaged, .but sufficient submarines, tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers, and mines are avail- 
‘ablo to prevent Bine’s vedsels from ap- 
proaching Hongkong Island. Blue has 
landed about ‘two Brigades with moun- 
tain guns in Tolo Harbour. The British 
forces (Red), which compose. the ordinary 
Garrison of Hongkong, are assisted by 
marings and sailors landed frum the dam- 
aged vessels under repair, the three bat- 
talions of the Garrison holding the line 
Lai-chi-kuk, Tate’s, Cairn, Devil's Peak, 
the marines and sailors -guarding the 
island of Hongkong. 

In addition to the general idea a 
specia} ideawas given: to each force, as 
follows :— 

* Bluc.—On the 8th November, Blue 
seized the whole line of hills from Lai- 
chi-kok to Kowloon Peak, and Red retired 
to the line Sham-shui-po-Diamond Hiil, |

(Note.—The Ist Brigade, is represented 
by two real battalions, and two flagged 
battalions totalling 16 flage.

The men en- 
trenched themselves, and awaited the at= - 
tack. The destroyer and torpedo-bout 
wero placed at his disposal, the destroyer 
operating on the left flank and “tho 
torpedo-boat on—the right flank. As 
the. attack of the Blue Foree develop- 
ed, the troops .were necessarily exposed 
toa heavy fire from both front and flanks. 
Whether in reality thoy would..have sue- 
ceeded in penetrating’ tho position’ is a 
question which could only be determined 
by bullets. With a ‘view to training the 
troops, however; the umpires ordored the 
Red Forco to retire to a position which 
had proviotsly been, selected -by Colonel 
Rowlandson. This -position extended 
from Baered Hill on the pight to Tai-kok- 
sui on the left, As the troops oceapied 
this second position the Direetor ~ of 
Operations ordered the “cease fire.”
